It is quite evident to all now 
that several years of effort by 
the leaders of the DPOW to win 
immunity from attack by con- 
formance and eventually by 
themselves engaging in red- 
baiting has failed completely. 
The issue now, however, is the 
fate of this important union. 
The ~-alternative is éither de- 
struction or an all-out and 
united struggle to save it. 

The DPOW needs ‘ above 
everything a unity of all its 
forces to beat off the attacks 
and preserve itself as the strt®ng 
organization it has ‘been for 
many years, Only if the union 
shows that it is united and can 
stand on its own feet, will it 
prove to the employers that 
they can’t get rid of it’ and to 
the CIO that affiliation can only 
be based on the self-respecting 
preservation of a strength the 
DPOW built in its 20-year his- 
tory.
